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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The rejection of claims 1-21 under 35 USC 112, first 
paragraph, is hereby withdrawn.. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Haggar does not teach 
separate memory spaces for independent tasks and that Shaylor fails to teach garbage collection. In essence, Applicant has argued that 
Haggar fails to teach features that the rejection indicated were taught by Shaylor and also argues that Shaylor fails to teach features that 
the rejection indicated were taught by Haggar. It is settled that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually 
where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 
1091 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The combination of Haggar and Shaylor teach the claimed invention, in that Haggar teaches two separate 
memory areas for storage and handles associated with a program and garbage collecting those areas independently. Shaylor has been 
cited for teaching separate memory allocation on a task-by-task basis, such that the combined teachings show how separate address 
spaces for independent tasks may be dynamically grown and garbage collected without impacting each other's performance. 
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
